1 These reRulations are now being 
turned off at the Kovernment printing 
office on a "rush order" and they will 
be distributed as rapidly as possible. 

The rules as to what can be sent 
and what cannot be sent and the in- 
structions for the preparation of mail- 
sble articles with other "official ad- 
Tlce" are given here as they have just 
been prepared by the poatoAoo de- 
partment in Washington. 

The minimum rate will he five cents 
lOr the first pound and three cents for 
each additional pound to any point not

Queen bees, live Isects, and dried 
reptiles may be mailed in accordance 
with the regulations that now Uftltf to 
other classes of mail. 

Seeds of fruit, nursery stock, and all 
other plaat prodacts tor propaiation 

ditlODS. 

Confectionery and Soap. 
Candles, confectionery, yeast cakes, 
Boap in bard cakes, etc., must be In- 
closed In boxes and ao wrapped aa to 
prevent ttfmf to athsr awM auit- 
ter. 

Sealed original packages of propri- 
etary articles, such as soaps, tobacco, 
pills, tablets, etc, put up in fixed 
quantities by the manufacturer, and 
not In themselves unmallable, will 
be accepted for mailing when properly 
iii iap psl 

Millinery. 

Fragile articles, such as millinery, 
toys, musical iDBtruraents. etc., and ar- 
ticles consisting wliolly or in part of 
glass, or contained in glass, must bo 
securely packed and the pareol staai^ 
ed or labeled "FRAGILE." 

Unmallable Matter. 

The following matter Is declared un- 
mallable by law:

|Vided; raw hides or pelts, guano, or 
any article having a bad odor will 
not be admitted to the mails. 
Treatment of Undellverable Parcels. 

Perishable matter will be delivered 
as promptly as possible, but if such 
matter can not be delivered and be- 
comes ofl< nsive and Injurious to 
health, postmastera may deatroy it, or 
the injurioaa OT senslfa porttons 

thereof. 

Undellverable perishable matter 
which in its nature does not become 
offensive or Injurious to health may 
be delivered by postmasters to the 
proper local municipal authority to be 
dlBtributed to hospital.-, asylums or 
other charitable or reformatory insti- 
tutions. If there is no such municipal 
authority, the matter may b-" deliver- 
ed to any charitable institution or or- 
ganization making application there- 
for. If no apjilication is made, the 
matter will l>.> d> stioyed at the ex- 
piration of two weeks. 

Parcels improperly Packed. 

Post nia'^ters will refuse to receive 
for mailing parrels not propi rly in- 
dorsed or parked for safe shipment. 

When parcels on which the postage 
is wholly unpnlJ or insufflcientiy pre- 
paid is deposited for local delivery 
and the eeudt r is unknown, notice of 
detention need not be Rent but such 
matter will bf delivered and the defl 
cieut postage coliented from tlie ad- 
dres.see liy the carrier. If the ad 
dressee refuses to pay the postage 
the matter will be sent to the Di- 
Ttston of Dead Letters. 

Insurance on Parcels. 

▲ Biallable parcel on which the 
postage Is fully prepaid may be in- 
sured against loss in an amount equiv- 
alent to its actual value, but not to 
exceed $.jO. on payment of a fee of 
ten cents in parcel post stamps, such 
stamps to be affixed 

When a parcel is insured, tho sen- 
der will be given a receipt showing 
the office and date of mailing and 
number of the pan el 

When a return receipt Is desired by 
the sender of an insured parcel tho 
postmaster at the mailing offlce will 
nct<3 the miuest on the marp'n of 
the Insurance tag, and the postmaster 
at the office of address will obtain 
from the addressee a receipt and mail 
it to the sender. 

The UabilUy for indemnity shall 
cease whaa delivery has hoea affect- 
ed. 

Forwarding of Parsohk 

Parcels may be remalled or for- 
warded on the payment of additional 
postage at the rate which would be 
chargeable If they were originally 
mailed at the forwarding office. In 
which case the necessary stamps will 
be affixed by the forwarding postmas- 
ter. Payment must be made every 
time the parcel is forwarded. 

Preparation for Mailing. 

Parcels must be prepared for mail- 
ing in such manner that the contents 
can bo easily examined. A parcel will 
not be accepted for mailing unless it 
bears the name and address of the 
sender preceded by the word "From." 

In addition to the name and address 
of the sender, which Is required. It 
will be permissible to write or print 
on the covering of a parcel, or on a 
tag or label attached to it, the occu- 
pation of the sender, and to indicate 
in a small space by means of marks, 
letters, numbers, names or other brief 
description, the character of the pai^ 
eel, but ample space must be left on 
the address side fcr the full address 
in legible characters and for the ne- 
cessary postage stamps. Inscriptions 
such as "Merry Christmas," "Please 
do not open until Christmas," "Happy 
New Year," 'With best wishes," and 
the like, may be placed on the cover- 
ing of the parrel In such manner as 
not to Interfere with the address. 
Distinctive Stamps. 

The law requires that the postage 
on all matter must be prepaid by 
distinctive parcel post stamps affixed. 
Postmasters cannot receive for mail- 
ing parcels that do not bear such 
stamps. 

Parcel post stamps are not valid for 
the payment of postage on matter of 
the first, second, and third classes, 
and when used for that purpose, the 
matter to which they are affixed shall 
bo tiaaisd aa "Held for postage." 
Mspa and Guides. 

Parcel post maps, with accompany- 
ing guides, are to be sold to the pub- 
lic at their cost, 75 cents, through the 
chief clerk of the post office depart- 
ment. In ordering maps care 
should be taken to spedty the post 
office from which the 
are to be determined.

In a recent issue of the Winchester 
Democrat, Dr. I. A. Shirley of the 
State Board of Health, who attend- 
ed the Conference oi Saatanr Watk- 
ersinthe Southern SUtes at Little 
Rock, Arkansss, recently, gives the 
following facts which are of interest 
to the people all over Kentucky. 

1st. It is the firm belief of every 
one engaged in the work of improving 
sanitary conditions in the South so as 
to make it possible to prevent disease 
and make Hfe loagftt and IwaUMf r, 
from the riilaihiialiallis Saailary 
Secretary in Washington to the Held 
men on the firing line, that no greater 
work has ever been undertaken since 
that of the meek and lowly Galilean. 

2nd. That eradication of the hook- 
worm disease and not amelioration is 
not only posaible but that nothing 
short of tyawiMai«aa-tta or 
the ipockam. 

3rd. The aauM aloiy caaM ftaas all 
parts of the SontMnatf af walaigfa 
miraculous cures. 

4th. The belief, born of experi- 
ence, that no other disease holds its 
unfortunate victim so long as hook- 
worm disease; that no othar diaaase 
makaatha one aWelai wMi U for 
snehalenctt at tiase a saeaaee to 
thoae around him; that no other dis- 
ease of equal magnitude ia 88 ainly 
and speedily curable. 

5th. That no other diseace shows 
such a variety of symptoms and some- 
times no qnaptaH at a>, as haok- 
worm diaaaaa. 

6th. TiMtwMbaBanaaitMt* be 
fond where the sanitary eoadttions are 
the worst; that is, where the privies 
are not water tight and fly proof, yet 
it is found under better surroundings 
sufficiently often to make it the 
imperative duty of every, one who 
leaves ideal environments for even a 
short time to seek azaaunatkB laat the 
monaterdiaeaaa.

More molasses is being fed in the 
north than ever before, but most dairy 
farmers are not yet satisfied that it Is 
profitable. 

In an experiment at the Hatch sta- 
tion. Prof. J. B. Lindsey says; "Mo- 
losses contains about 3 per cent, of 
protein and TO par aaaC aC 
sugar. 

"Compared with com meal,' 
Prof. I.indsey. "it equals substance 
pound for pound in results obtained 
in feeding milch cows, but when fed 
to horses they do not seem to be quite 
equal to the same weight of com 
and oats. 

"It is estimated that corn meal at 
$1.20 per hundred pounds, molasses 
would be worth about |1 per hundred 
pounds. Its quoted price in Boston 
is 12 cents per gallon by the barrel 
and 8.6 per gallon in 10 barrel lots. 

"A gallon weighs about 12 pounds, 
so that at present relative prices the 
molasses would be a little cheaper 
feed than corn meal. 

"A good point with the molasses is 
that it is agreeable to stock and makes 
them always ready to eat such sub- 
stances as cut com stubble, malt 
sprouts, distillery feeds, etc., when 
mixed with the molasses. 

"A serious objection is that mo- 
lasses is not very convenient stuff to 
handle and attracts flies in summer. 

"As a mixture with high grade pro- 
tein foods. I suggest one-third distil- 
lery grains, one-sixth cotton seed 
meal, one-half molasses, or one-third 
rr.alt Bpro.its. one-third tfBtoA4Mal 
and one-tiiird molasses. 

"For working horses, nine pounds of 
provender and one quart of molas.ses. 
or twplve [lounds of provender and 
three pints of molasses, or for hard- 
working horses substitute one-halt 
pound dry blood or one pound cotton 
seed oil or linseed meal in plaaaoCsa 
equal quantity of provender.
